"Tnrkisb men and women are very pict- 


urseque people," Eaid Mr. Arthur Ahrnisr, 
now staying at the Great Western hotel, 
Windsor, to a reporter. 
Mr. Arhnler Ls an 


English-speaking Bulgarian, and has beea 
engaged in mercantile affairs in both couu- 
tries. 


"Are not the Turks an indolent people?" 


asked the reporter. 


"Not when at war, I can assure you. 'At 


other timos they are. 
Nothing in the world 


delights a Turk so much as to sit cross-legged 
on a mattress about four Inches thick, drink 
black coffee, and smoke hlfl nargile, or hookah, 
as it ia called in this country. Ladies smoke 
al-;o. I liav* often seen a man with his four 
or five wives smoking at the same time from 
one uargile. The favorite wife will sit at her 
husband's right hand, the next to his favor 
at his le;t, and «o on till there is a clrcla 
formal. TLe nargilo is then lighted, and 
there IB nothing but a bubbling sound heard 
as the. cooled smoke is drawn through the 
water la tha pipe. This smoking and drink- 
Ing of black coffee are the greatest snjoy- 
menta of th* Turk. When he tires of coffea 
he will drink sherbet This Is not tha white, 
effervescing powder tsold as such fa thil coun- 
try and England. 


'"How is it made? Wall, I'll tell you. It 


is made of white sugar and glucose, and In 
flavor*! aeoorttmg to 
the fancy of the 


maker. Thli is boiled with a liberal supply 
of water, which is afterward allowed to 
evaporate, 
leaving a tough 
sweetmeat, 


somewhat alnilar to your taffy. 
The way 


this is used ii peculiar. Instead of putting a 
portion of thia preparation in a glass and 
dissolving it, • piece is cut from tha lump 
and plawd on the tongue. The person then 
takes a drink of iced water. .This gradually 
melts the sherbet aud flavors the ice water 
as it goes down the throat. People in this 
country do not know what coffee is. Turkis 
co flee, as used there, is ground very fine. 1 
is then placed in a Buo muslin bag. 
Thi 


is put into the coffeo-pot. 
The grounds ar 


thu* kopt apart from the liquid. Then th 
milk. No »ue thinks of using raw mil 
with coffee. It is boiled slowly in open pans. 
Then it is put near tho fire, and the watery 
portion evaporates. Tho milk thickens. I 
is simply delicious in coiTee.'*

On their way to Biberia the convicts prac- 


tice among thenv-elves such morcantile allairs 
as exchanging their names, which is anothei 
way of taking each other's places for a 
certain amount ot money. For instance, Ivan 
is doomed lo hard lubor and Peter ia 
i-entenced only to distant banishment, but 
Ivan having in possession a sum of money 
forfeits it. together with tho severity of his 
punishment, for the beneSt of Peter's sen- 
tence, ttbo, henceforth called Ivan, volun- 
tarily accepts the exchange and goes to work 
in the coal mines for twenty years. The 
pos&ibilulity of such exchanges will be easily 
conceived if ono beai*s in mind that the offi- 
cer and escort do not know the countenance 
of the convicts, the guard being changed at 
several stations. They only take care to de- 
liver the number of convicts they were in- 
trusted with. 


There is many a convict to whom a trip 


to Siberia is of no consequence, as he is used 
to it from childhood. He makes his escape 
in the summer, during which be does his 
usual extensive business of burgling until the 
bitter cold of the approaching winter season 
reminds him of the indispensable necessity 
of seeking for a shelter. Having no alterna- 
tive, he is finally compelled to deliver him- 
self to the nearest prison officials, who keep 
him until the opportunity of joining a party 
of convicts is offered. 
Oftentimes these fel- 


lows, who have already been several times to 
Siberia, are recognized by the officer or 
escort of the party, who seem not in the 
least astonished to find them there, as it be- 
comes a cubtoniary affair in the hUtory ot 
Russian conj-ict transportation. 
Many a 


man has been found to have been in Siberia 
thirty or forty times, and as many times 
succeeded m escaping in the summer season. 


TLe life of the convicts in the mines is not 


so liopei ately insupportable as many of the 
lie wsps pers have tried to point Those who 
possess mat«i ¥*1 means are especially well 
treated and cured for. Tboir food is more 
substantial, 
their 
undergarments 
often 


changed and the watch greatly weakened. 
The "ruble" affecta everything, beginning 
with the orderly, and gradually ascen lim 
to the higher quarters. Bribery is common 
and convicts may be found who were doomec 
to hard labor loading a most comfortable 
life under the shelter of the warm-Loartei 
governor, and declaring that he never felt 
so deeply the benefits of freedom as he does 
now. There is a government factory near 
Irkoutsk called **Alex3androvski Zawod, 
where "onie of the convicts ore appointed to 
work out the term of confinement. Ihey 
also lead au easy life.

Land Reclaimed In 


[London Times.] 


The St Petersburg Vedomosti gives par- 


ticulars of the reclamation of a vast tract 
lying between the river Dnieper, Fripet 
Beresma and Ptitshja, known as the Polesse 
region, which has been hitherto useless anc 
in groat part impassable. The work began 
in the year 1874, and by the e.id of last year 
a canal system of about 1,695 ver>,ts (I,UO 
mil3s) had been completed, which had already 
drained 1,141,UOO desjatinas (over 5;000 square 
miles). 
Nearly 
one-sixth 
of this 
vast 


tract that hod hitherto been an impenetrable 
morass has been cliau^e-1 into meadow land. 


An area of over 1,250 square miles of for- 


est, 
which 
was totally 
useless, being 


traversed by a network of swamps, boa been 
the roughly drained, the line of swamp being 
cleared, deepened and converted into drain- 
age canals, which, unfortunately, can have 
only a very slight fall. Another large piece 
of forest, over 750 square miles in extent, 
hitherto practically inaccessible, has been 
opened up by canals and made available for 
useful purposes; and the remainder, amount- 
ing to about 740,000 desjatinas (over 2,800 
square miles), has been drained and brought 
into a condition fit for cultivation or pastur- 
age. The work is said to have been executed 
at an annual expenditure of 265,000 rubles. 
or a little less than 40,000 pounds sterling. 


RatH In Litigation. 


[Knickerbocker Brothers' Letter.] 


For the first timo in the record of Ameri- 


can litigation Tf 'j> have appeared in a legal 
plea. Hence the cat-e attracts some atten- 
tion, and its details are as follows: A larga 
quantity of flax-seed, in bags, was stored in 
a warehouse, and when delivered was found 
to be damaged by rats to an unusual de- 
gree. These destructive vermin had gnawed 
the sacks and devoured thiir contents, and 
also made them a breeding place. Hence 
the owners refused to pay storage. Thay 
•were sued, however, and tho court held that 
warehousemen are not liable for such risks. 
especially as rats can not be kept out of any 
building. Hence the owners were obliged to 
pay the bill, and the case will be an import- 
ant precedent. 


The destruction of property occasioned by 


rats in this city amounts to many thousands 
annually, and there is hardly a building free 
from, this nuisnuca. Even the treasury in 
Wall street, which is built of irarble and 
rests on an impenetrable fi uudntion, is not 
free.
